MICHAEL DWYER DIES AT BROOKLYN HOME. THE HUGUENOT IS DESTROYED AT SEATTLE. 



Saratoga. N. Y.. August 20. — This was a quiet 
day at the ra<*e «*ourse. A surfeit of racing, sus- 
talneil at a white heat during the past fortnight 
and brought to a climax with Saturday's tremendous 
crowd and splendid sport, probably causo<l many to 
remain away. Again, today’s moderate <*ard and the 
heavy downiwur of rain that preceded it’s running 
lessened tsith Interest and patronage. Not more 
than lO.OJMi people wltnesse<l the contests on the 
flooded track. Withdrawals partly ruined the most 
Interesting numl*ers. L, A. Celia won the Ken- 
tucky Selling Stakes at five and a half furlongs with 
his good Io(»king fillv Clara Htiron and also some- 
thing like $.*10,000 in wagers. J. E. Madden’s All»ert 
Ally Beraay was backed into hot favoritism at 
o<lds-on and carried tiKwe money to defeat than any 
horse engaged during the aftermsm. 

Peter Sterling was the conspicuous absentee In 
the mile and a furlong handicap. Other scratches 
rcdmfHl the field to three starters- Entree. York- 
shire Lad and Sailor Boy — and they finished in that 
order. The duel between the first two was of the 
most exciting description. The Jockey prodigies 
Radtke and Miller had the mounts on Entree and 
Yorkshire Lad respectively, and only a few inches 
separate*! them at the wire after one of the fler«*e8t 
struggles Imaginable. 

A depleted field of starters in the steeplechase 
rt.bhed that race of much Interest, particularly 
after the withdrawal of Grandpa and Pelcanta. 
Pirate, probabb’ the best backed horse in the race, 
won easily after the favorite. Tom Cogan, came to 
grief while going the second time around. 

The opening race furnished an upset with the vic- 
tory of Anneta Lady. The two choices. Belle 
Stnmie and >femorles performed badly, 

Samuel H. Harris, well serve*! by the soft going, 
won the fifth at a mile from a big field of selling 
platers. Garner’s incapacity largely <vmtributed to 
the defeat of Wes. the o*ids on favorite, thmigh 
track conditions helped some. 

Radtke’s alertness and vigor on They’re Off en 
abled that go*»d looking youngster to graduate from 
the two-year old maiden ranks. Miller and Hilde 
brand, respectively, filled the places on Lally and 
Prince Fortunatus.

Details 
have not been completed, but it is understood that 
the meeting will be for three days, same as last 
fall at Morris Park. 

“HOLD ON JIMMY” AGAIN OFFENDS. 

Jake Holtman’s strong-armed assistant, “Hold on 
Jimmy,” has figured so conspicuously in the bad 
starting of his chief at Latonia as to create general 
dissatisfaction among the bettors who have suffered 
at bis hands and to cause the Cincinnati Enquirer 
to set forth somewhat lamentably that there is no 
rule w'hldi prohibits an assistant starter taking 
hold of a horse or holding on to him. No such rule 
is necessary. The Latonia officials should simply 
remove the offending “Jimmy” and instruct Mr. 
Uoltmaa to employ another aasistaut. 



Once Famous Plunger Passes His Last Days as a 
Practically Penniless Paralytic. 

Michael Dwyer, long one of the most prominent 
figures of the Amerl**an turf, dlcnl Sunday at his 
little cottage in Brooklyn opposite the Gravesend 
racetrack of the Brooklyn Jockey Club, of which 
his brother. Phillip J. Dwyer, is president. 

Mi«'hael and Philip J. Dwyer began their careers 
as butchers. They took up trotting as a pastime 
and race*l horses at the old Parkville tra«’k in 
Brooklyn, From this they went into racing and 
with Jimmy McLaughlin ns their jockey, amasse*! 
a fortune, winning many times some of the oldest 
and richest of the stakes on the eastern turf. 

Michael Dwyer suffere*! a str*>ke of paralysis some 
years ago after be had returned from a disastrous 
racing campaign in England, and since that time 
had l>een pracli**ally helpless. He was constantly 
attended by two nurses and helped about from place 
to place. The carriage in which he was riding one 
day last year was struck by a train and it was then 
feared that he would die of the shock, hut he came 
*>ut of it all right. Although he has long ceased to 
hobi an interest in any racing stable or association, 
Mr. Dwyer was often seen at the metropolitan tracks 
ai the days when the big events were run. 

For some years prior to their advent on the turf 
as owners the Dwyers were well known as nervy 
and Ruc*‘essful bettors at Jerome Park, Ix>ng Branch 
and Saratoga. Their l*«g career as owners saw its 
beginning in 1876, when they bought the black horse 
Rhadamnnthus, by Ijcamington — Nemesis. He won 
frequently f*>r them. From this modest beginning 
they brantdied out, soon acquiring the speedy selling 
platers Dan K. and t’harley Gorham, with which 
they achieved many successes. From platers to 
stake horses was but a step and presently Vigil, 
for which, t*>gether with a stable mate, they were 
reporte*! to have given $20,000, and the great cup 
horse Bramble were bringing the Dwyers into in- 
creasing prominence in the turf w*>rld. In 1879 
they bought Luke Blackburn for $2,500 and, in 
1880, he simply swept the boards for them. In 1880 
they gave $15,000 f*>r the tl\ep tw*>-year -old Hindoo, 
and in him had in 1881 the champion three -year -old of 
the 3 'ear as well as a mighty cup horse afterwards. 
There are still some old-timers who cling to the 
tielief that there was never a better racehorse In 
America than that same Hlnd*Jo. 

From 1880 on, for a number of years, the Dwyers 
practically dominated the eastern turf and their 
success in acquiring remarkable racers year after 
year was simply marvelous, and such was their 
(lisfTiminating intelligence and luck in buying that 
in the space of eight years, including 1880, su**h 
tremendously speedy horses as Luke Blackburn, Hin- 
doo, Miss Woodford, Bramble, Hanover, Tremont, 
Joe Cotton, Richmond, Tea Tray, George Kinney. 
Bootjack, Kingston, Harry Reed, King Fish, Runny- 
niede. Sir Dixon, Portlaml, Bella B., Pontiac ami 
Inspect*>r B, won in their *:oI*>rs besides a h*>st 
of winners of lesser n*>te and capacity. 

After the fashion of turfmen both broth- 
ers backe*i tlieir horses, Phil nmderately and 
*-*>nservatively aiui Mike so heavily that he 
was f*»r many years the greatest plunger of 
the American turf, but no l*mg odds for him. 
When his horse was an *Hlds on favorite it was a 
sure winner to him, but if it was at a long pri*^* 
he either let it go unbai'ked or bet on some other 
horse in the race. In 1886 Dwyer Bros.’ filly Ferona 
w*m the Oriental Handi**ap. She was 30 to 1 in the 
lietting. Mike llke*l her <-hance i*ut said the judg- 
ment of the Isiokniakers and the public was l»etter 
than one man’s judgimuit and backed the favorite in 
the race heavily, *>nly to see him run nupla**ed to 
his own filly. In 1887 Hanover won a long string of 
victories i>efore meeting defeat. He was almost 
invariably at odds on and at figures prohibitive to 
most men. To Mike Dwyer it was a good business 
investment to bet $.*i0,000 to win $5,000 on Han- 
over. There was no losing si*le to it to him. His 
commission was made in a lump sum to a committee 
of bookmakers who divided it up and trusted to 
catch him some day. It finally fell out that they 
grew tired and refused to take his commission. This 
was at Monmouth Park. Mike wanted to bet $69,000 
on Hanover. The btxdiles said they were tire*l *>f 
hamling over money on Hanover with no chance of 
getting It l)ack. Then old Davy Wither’s Laggard 
defeated Hanover and there was great wailiug in the 
ring, l*>gether with talk about “Mike Dwyer’s 
lu**k,” proverbial then. He also won in similar fash- 
ion on Tremont during his unbroken career of suc- 
cess as a two-year-old. One of his noted transac- 
ti*ms was a wager of $7o,iXK) to $10,000 on Joe 
CottcHi in the Average Stakes at Sheepshead Bay, 
September 7, 1887. Only two started, Joe Cotton 
and Binette. The latter was a fast mare lightlj 
w'eightetl and le*l nearly all the way. Finally Joe 
Cotton *irew up ami won by three-quarters of a 
length, many thinking it had been a cl**se call for 
Dwyer’s big t)et. But Jimmy McLaughlin was only 
"kidding” and drew the finish fine when his mount 
coul*l have won off. 

Phil was always dissatisfied with Mike’s huge 
betting operations and this led to a dissolution of 
the partnership. Michael was prosperous for a 
time afterwards, but finally became unfortunate. 
An English campaign in partnership with “Boss * 
Croker was very disastrous financially. Dame For- 
tune turned a sour visage to him after his return. 
Ills horses went wrong, no new stars of the track 
came his way, his losses were continual and finally 
It was known that the former mighty dominator of 
the metropolitan turf was broken in purse aa he 

soon became in health. ^ 

He was a taciturn man and little given to any 
demonstration of feeling no matter what the occa- 
sion might be, but he was not unkind and to the 
last retained the respect and liking of those who 
had known him in the days when the name Dwyer 
Brothers was synouomous with the most exalted 
success ou the turf. 



Full Brother to Henry of Navarre— An Interesting 
Turf Career — Runs Mile in 1:3S|. 

A dispatch from Seattle says that The Huguenot 
severed a tendon in one of his forelegs at the 
Meadows on Saturday and had to be destroyed. The 
Huguenot was a full brother to Henry of Navarre. 
He was a chestnut gelding, by Knight of Ellerslie, 
out of M*»s8 Rose and was eleven years old. In 
many respects he was a remarkable racehorse. He 
began his racing career as a two-year-old in 1897 
as the pr*>perty of L. S. & W. P. Thompson. He 
made his first start in the Lanreata Stakes at 
Morris Park, on Tuesday, May 18, 1897, finishing 
unplaced. He scored his first victory at Sheepshead 
Bay, on August 27, 1807. As a three-year-old he 
won five races out of nine starts, his victories In- 
cluding the Withers Stakes, the Carlton Stakes and 
the Brooklyn Derby, In which he carried 122 pounds 
and ran the mile and a half In 2:37|. 

He went amiss in the fail of 1898, and for three 
years he was turned out on a New Jersey farm. 
One day Jimmy Rowe took a look at him, remark- 
ing: “That fellow has more than one race In him 

yet.” So Rowe took him up and handled him •care- 
fully during the winter of 1901-2 and in 1902 he 
won three races out of five starts for him. In 
1903 he got to the post only once, finishing third. 
In 1904 he passed to F. M. Kelly and won two 
races. In 1905 he raced In the colors of W. Walker. 

He then became the property of John J. Mc- 
Cafferty and was the medium through which C. E. 
Durnell brought his charges against M**Cafferty at 
Ascot Park last March. Durnell bought The Hugue- 
not after he had won a selling race; Immediately 
declared that the horse had been drugged and re- 
quested that veterinarians be sent to examine the 
horse. On their report McCafferty was fined $1,000 
and suspended for one year, Durnell also being 
fintMl and suspended In like measure on charges 
brought by McCafferty. Durnell took an appeal to 
the Pacific Jockey Club and both he and McCafferty 
were ruled off the turf. 

After this The Huguenot passed to Schubach & 
Co. They t*x»k him to oeattle and won eight races 
out of eleven starts at the present meeting. On 
August 2, The Huguenot ran a mile at the Meadow's 
in l:38j. Here Is a record of his performances:

— The people who figured 
on a fast track at Latonia today had their calcola* 
tions upset. A heavy shower, which left the track 
sloppy, did most of the upsetting. The horses and 
their riders did the rest. There was no vim to the 
racing, the starting was bad and the afternoon’s 
results were generally discouraging. The bookmakers 
had the best of it In every instance save when J. B. 
Respess and his connections backed Zinfandel, the 
steadily-improving daughter of the Commoner, with 
<x>nfidence. She was the only favorite to score dur- 
ing the aftem*x>n. Long-priced horses t*x>k down 
the purses, beginning with the opening number. In 
which Erlcson ontfpoted his exanpany from the rise 
of the barrier. Montalban, the choice in this race, 
finished third and many disgruntled ones attributed 
bis defeat mostly to the fact that bis forelegs were 
encas<al in heavy bandages. 

The best finish was in the second race. Piller 
and Light Opera, both outsiders, put up a terrific 
stretch struggle, Piller only managing to win by 
inches in the final stride. Swiftwing, an odds-on 
choice, was probably best, but could not overcome 
the interference he was subjected to and landerl Just 
outside the mcmey. 

When Nonie Lucille led her opponents almost 
throughout the six furlongs journey and won de- 
cisively from Intense In the third race, there was 
general disapproval. In her race on Saturday the 
fiU>- seemed dull and was with difficulty lndn*:ed to 
leave the post. "Today she showed plenty of speed, 
even in the paddock. Don Domo, making his first 
appearance in a long time, was the natural choice, 
but track conditims probably militated against him. 
He should show improvement. 

Lady Charade’s defeat in the last race was In line 
with her other hard luck races. She was beaten 
out by Principia, which ran in considerably improved 
form over her last previous effort. Her victory 
marked the first win for T. P. Hayes since his de- 
parture for Saratoga. 

Mose Goldblatt today purchased from S. K. 
Hughes the filly Mildrene on private terms. 

C. C. McCafferty has secured the contract on P. 
Hildebrand for the remainder of the season from 
Gilbert. The rider will rejoin Gilbert when racing 
begins in California. 

Jockey Grasen, the Hungarian apprentice rider, 
who received his license t*xlay, had two mounts. 
On the last one starter Holtman sns|>ended him. as 
he put it. because of the failure of the lad to 
understaml the English language. 

A number of stables, including that of S. Louis, 
will ship to Douglas Park during the coming week. 
Ixuis today secured a contract on the apprentice 
rider J. Russell. 

WANTS TO RACE ACROSS CONTINENT. 

Kansas City, Mo., August 20.— Jim Gabriel, a 
cowboy, who broke enduran**e re**ords for the 
Government in a 2,500-mlle trip on hfwseback from 
Sheridan, Wyoming, to Chicago, has Issued a $10,000 
challenge for a relay ride from New York to San 
Francisco. He says he will make the journey In 
thirty days or less, bars no one In the world as 
Cfunpetitor, and says he has the amount of money 
stipulated ready to place in stakeholder’s hands. 

If no one accepts his proposition Gabriel will 
wager the sum that he can reach Chicago from New 
York in quickest time on one horse. His average 
daily speed for the entire journey he tells in his 
manifesto, would be fifty miles. 

Gabriel has spent his life of thirty-three years 
ahorse. He was born in the far west and has been 
a cowboy despatch bearer, hunter and bucking horse 
breaker. He exhibits proudly an official letter of 
high compliment from General Nelson A. Miles for 
brave service during the Wounded Knee and Chey- 
enne campaigns.
